Is  it  in  the  dark  lantern  of  Paul  Foskott,  of  Durham 
House,  Brighton  ? 

.  Mr  Henley  followed  Mr  Harcourt,  and  with  admissions 
yet  more  remarkable.  The  distress  about  which  we  have 
heard  so  much  is,  it  appears,  not  in  esse  hut  in  pnMc ;  it  is  not

stitutes  a  sufficient  answer  to  such  misrepresentations.  1  crave  your  lord- 
ship's  permission  to  add,  that  such  a  course  of  proceeding  towards  an  indi¬ 
vidual  not  express  the  line  of  conduct  which  it  could  be  expected  her 
Majesty's  Commissioner  in  Borneo  would  pursue  towards  Briiisu  subjects. 
During  tho  voyage  above  alluded  to  I  was  myself  a  witness  of  the  overbearing 
eendurtof  the  Prahus  from  Sarawak  towara  the  ignorant  and  defenceless 
natives.  While  I  was  in  the  Baram  River  in  the  month  of  June  last,  a 
largo  Prahu  came  in  from  Sarawak  to  trade,  but  fully  armed  and  equipped, 
and  the  Nakhoda  in  command  delivered  to  the  Chiefs  a  letter  bearing  the 
Sarawak  seal,  and  would  not  anchor  his  prahu  until  he  had  demanded  of  I 
them  whether  they  gave  in  their  submission  to  Raja  Brooke,  and  1  ascer¬ 
tained  that  such  had  become  the  usual  practice  of  the  Sarawak  prahus,  which 
carry  letters  from  the  Sarawak  Government,  and  always  sailed  armed  as  war  | 
prahus,  and  give  out  in  the  many  rivers  which  they  visit  along  the  coast 
that  the  people  must  trade  with  Sarawak  alone.  That  I  am  personally 
interested  in  the  existence  of  such  a  state  of  affairs,  and  that  it  must 
operate  against  all  free  intercourse  with  the  natives  of  the  north-west 
coast  of  Borneo,  must  be  evident  to  your  lordship,  and  it  is  one  of  the 
reasons  of  my  now  venturing  to  addreu  you,  I  hope  and  trust  in  a  manner 
sufficiently  respectful  and  becoming.  As  regards  the  treaty  between 
her  Majesty  and  the  Sultan  of  Bruiii,  1  found  it  to  be  wholly 
unknown,  or  completely  misunderstood,  on  the  coast,  during  my  late 
voyage;  and  this  circumstance  has  induced  roe  to  get  a  number 
of  copies  In  tho  Malay  languages  lithographed  at  the  place,  with 
the  intention  of  distributing  them  in  the  various  rivers  which  1  mean 
to  visit  in  the  course  of  another  voyage,  on  which  I  hope  to  start  in 
tho  course  of  a  few  days  more,  and  in  which  my  trading  occupations ' 
will  facilitate  tho  acqufsition  of  information  regarding  the  country 
so  desirable  for  many  reasons.  Before  concluding,  I  hope -your  Lord¬ 
ship  will  allow  me  to  obser^’e  that,  although  tho  circumstance  of  my  objects 
being  exclusively  mercantile,  might  alone  justify  me  in  laying  my  case 
before  your  Lordship,  vet  I  may  further  urge  that  my  residence  among  | 
aboriginal  races  of  the  North-west  Coast  hitherto  unvisited  by  Europeans, 
has  been  the  means  of  bringing  before  the  public  the  first  authentic,  inough 
scanty  information,  regarding  them;  and  so  humble  and  obscure  an  indivi¬ 
dual  as  myself  may  be  excused  for  pointing  out  to  your  Lordship  that  my 
labours  have  attracted  some  attention,  and  have  been  appreciated  by  those  I 
near  the  s|>ot  well  coinpeient  to  judge.  With  this  view,  permit  me  to  lay 
before  your  Lordship  the  following  extracts  from  a  notice  of  my  travels  in 
the  *  Journal  of  the  Indian  Archipelago '  for  February,  1849,*  published 
at  this  place  under  the  charge  of  a  gentleman  possessed  of  the  best  infor¬ 
mation  on  such  subjects .

MR  ROBERT  BURNS  TO  SIR  JAMES  BROOKE. 

Sometime  ago,  at  your  Excellency  is  aware,  I  visited  several  of  the  rivers 
along  the  coast  to  the  westward  of  Bruni ;  amongst  the  number,  I  ascended 
the  river  Bintulu,  and  thence  reached  the  country  of  the  Kayaiis.  During 
my  stay  amongst  this  little-known,  independent,  and  powerful  people,  1 
bad  ample  exiierience  of  their  go^  faith  and  hospitality  to  warrant  my 
stating  that  tney  are  a  people  peaceably  inclinea,  and  In  every  respect 
favourably  disposi'd  for  trade  and  friendly  intercourse  w'ith  Europeans.  In 
a  rough  manner  I  have  already  endeavoured  to  lay  before  the  public  some 
account  of  them  and  their  country ;  but  my  observations  regarding  a  people 
so  interesting  being  far  from  complete,  I  have  determined  on  returning, 
and  intend  penetrating  further  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  in  order  to 
ascertain  correctly  of  its  productions,  and  to  make  myself  more  familiar 
with  the  language  and  customs  of  the  |>eople.  With  this  object  in  view,  I 
have  been  now  two  months  waiting  at  Labuan  in  expectation  of  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of' getting  to  Bintulu,  but  unfortunatolv  all  my  endeavours  to  pro¬ 
cure  a  passage  by  any  of  the  native  vessels  going  to  that  place  have  been 
unsuccessful,  on  account,  as  I  am  led  to  believe,  that  a  letter  was  sent  from 
Sarawak  to  the  Orang  Kayas  of  Bintulu,  instructing  them  nut  to  open  the 
Antimony  Mines,  nor  allow  any  European  to  do  so,  nor  yet  reside  at  the 
place;  and  tbat  in  case  of  disobedience,  a  steamer  would  be  sent  fVom 
Sarawak  to  inflict  summary  punishment  upon  them.  Whether  from  tho 
same  cause  or  not,  I  cannot  tell,  but  the  Nakhoda  of  a  large  Prahu  that 
loft  this  port  for  Bintulu,  about  twelve  days  ago,  and  to  whom  I  applied 
for  a  passage,  told  me  that  he  could  not  comply  with  my  request,  being  in 
dread  of  your  Excellency's  displeasure.  Under  these  unfavourable  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  as  your  Excellency  purposes  to  return  shortly  to  Harawak 
by  the  steamer  Nemesis,  I  respectfully  request  and  ho|>e  that  your  Ex¬ 
cellency  will  be  pleased  to  permit  my  being  landed  at  Bintulu  by  the 
steamer,  on  her  way  down  the  coast  this  time ;  my  only  pica  for  requesting 
this  .favour  of  your  Excellency,  and  at  the  public  cost,  is,  that  although  1 
^  not  paid  for  any  bodily  risk  or  expense  I  may  incur  in  gratifying  my 
inclination  for  travel  in  exploring  any  part  of  a  comparatively  unknown 
country,  still,  in  roy  opinion,  the  same  advantages  will  accrue  as  if  I  were 
employed  by  the  public  to  do  so.

All  our 
readers  have  not  been  such  plagues  as  to  ask  us  what  we 
think  about  the  Exhibition,  and  if  any  have  been  trouble- 
lome  the  extracts  already  given  will  be  punishment  enough. 
Three  things  we  may  add. 

First,  that  the  book  has  a  good  motto  from  Virgil —

which  might  have  put  us  on  a  right  scent  for  the  significa¬ 
tion  of  the  title,  if  the  contents  had  not  afterwards  destroyed 
that  scent  entirely. 

Secondly,  that  the  preface  hints  to  us  an  idea  that  the 
style  of  writing  imitates  the  Anglo-Saxon,  and  especially 
King  Alfred’s  poems.  This  rnny  be  said  in  fun  ;  but  if  we 
are  invited  to  be  critical,  we  must  pronounce  it  an  alarming 
hoax.  The  characteristics  of  Anglo-Saxon  poetry  are  as 
follow.  Rhymes  may  or  may  not  exist;  but  where  there  are 
no  rhymes,  there  always  is  alliteration.  The  lines  vary  in 
length,  but  are  ou  the  whole  very  short,  containing  seldom  less 
than  four  syllables  or  more  than  nine.  Each  line  must  con¬ 
tain  at  least  two  emphatic  root-syllables.  We  append  a 
■mall  piece  of  King  Alfred’s  Anglo-Saxon  verse,  with  the 
translation  opposite.  The  alliteration  we  have  marked  ;  and 
for  this  there  is  a  rule — namely,  that  in  each  pair  of  lines, 
the  letter  which  begins  one  word  of  importance  in  tho  second 
line,  must  begin  two  such  words,  or  one  only,  but  iu  no  case 
more  than  two  such  words,  in  the  Hue  preceding  it.  Thus  :

Jaih  FxxnioM  Coona,  the  American  novelist,  whose  haaKh  had 
been  declining  for  some  time  past,  died  at  Cooparstown,  Utica,  #• 
the  14th  inst.  We  give  the  foUovring  abridged  memoir  of  the  da- 
ceaaed  from  the  '  New  York  Herald  Jamse  Peniroore  Cooper  was 
bom  at  Burlington,  New  Jeiaet,  on  the  15th  of  September,  17§9,  and 
hia  age  was  sixty-two  years,  within  one  day,  at  the  time  of  bis  death. 
His  father  was  the  late  Judge  William  Cooper,  deeoendant  of  aa  Rag- 
lish  anceetor  of  the  aaroe  naroa,  who  settled  at  Burlington,  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  in  1789.  Judge  Cooper  took  an  aotiva  part  in  poTitioa,  and  waa 
tiHce  elected  a  mtrobar  of  Oongresi,  namely,  in  1798  and  1799.  Hia 
son  Jamas  was  early  placed  at  school  in  Burlington,  and  was  partially 
fitted  for  college  ai  Albany  by  the  Rev.  Mr  Blltaon,  an  episcopal  cler¬ 
gyman.  Ha  completed  his  preparatory  studies  at  Nsw  Havsn,  whsre  ha 
entsred  Tale  College  in  1802.  Leaving  that  institution  In  1608,  ha 
obtained  a  midshipman’s  warrant,  and  entered  the  navr.  After  dx 

J  ears’  ssrvioe  he  retired  to  private  life.  In  January,  1811,  ha  married 
[iH  de  Lancey,  sister  of  b'Mhop  de  Laneey,  of  the  western  dIoc4ae  of 
New  York,  and  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  eonspienous  fkroilies 
this  state.  After  his  marriage  Mr  Cooper  resided  for  some  time  near 
White  Plains,  Waatchester  Countv,  but  at  a  subeequenl  period  removed 
to  Cooperatown,  the  former  familr  residence  of  his  parents,  where  ha 
has  since  spent  a  great  portion  of  hia  lift.  In  1821  Mr  Coopor  com¬ 
menced  hb  career  as  an  author,  when  hs  pnblishod  hlf  first  novid,  called 
*  Precaution,*  but  his  fame  as  a  norolist  was  not  permanontly  laid  till 
bo  produoed  *  The  Spy,  a  Tale  of  the  Neutral  Ground,'  which  s(^  fol¬ 
lowed,  and  immediately  became  extremely  popular,  both  in  this 
oonntry  and  In  Buropo,  where  it  was  repaklishM  in  l^lieh,  FNwek, 

I  and  other  languagae.  *  The  Piooeesi  *  followed  *  The  Spy,'  and 
then  came  a  rapid  saeoriden  of  Mr  Cooper’s  best  produoiiona^  indud- 
ing  *  Tho  Last  of  tho  Mohicans,*  *  Tho  Pndrio,*  *  Tho  Patk-PludcT', 
and  *  Tho  Door  Slaysr.'  The  novel  of  *  Tbo  Pilot  ’  was  the  fliat  ot 
Mr  Ooopor’i  talas  of  the  oosan,  whkdi  have  so  much  added  to  hb  popu¬ 
larity.

Riruax  of  Oiptaiu  Aitstih's  Expuditioh.— We  have  to  announoo 
the  return  of  the  chief  north-west  searching  expedition,  under  the 
oommand  of  Captain  Austin,  O.B.,  consisting  of  the  Resolute,  Captain 
Anstin ;  Aaaistance.  Captain  Ommanney  ;  Intrepid,  screw- steamer, 
Lieut. -Commander  Bertie  Oator ;  and  Pioneer,  screw-steamer,  Lbat.- 
Coraraander  8herard  Osborn.  One  of  the  officers  on  board  ^vss  the 
following  brief  summary  of  the  results  of  tht  expedition  : 

Notwithstanding  that  wa  have  been  assisted  by  the  ^stroag  arm  of  steam*  j 


we  did  not  get  throng  the  Melville  Bay  barrier  until  the  12th  August, 
18W.  Exsmined  wolstenholme  Sound,  snd  made  the  entranees  of 
Lancaster  Sound  on  the  18th ;  made  Oape  Riley  aad  Deeehy  Islaad 
on  the  28rd;  and  found  trace#  e(  tha  miaaing  expedilioa  safflebat 
to  prova  that  thay  had  wintared  at  Beaeky  Island  in  safoty  in  tka  rigoroua 
season  of  1845  8.

Health  or  Lordor  eoriro  thr  Wrrk. — The  health  of  London  is 
much  better  than  it  was  in  the  two  previous  weeks,  when  the  deaths 
of  1,026  and  1,097  persons  were  registered*  The  deaths  of  958 
persons  were  recorded  in  the  week  ending  Saturday,  September  27  ; 
473  were  males  and  485  were  females  {  190  were  of  the  age  of  60  and 
upwards,  400  were  children  under  the  age  of  15.  and  308  were  men 
and  women  in  the  middle  period  of  life.  The  decrease  in  the 
mortality  is  general  over  the  five  divisions  of  London.  141  persons 
died  in  the  public  institutions;  69  in  workhouses,  8  in  roilitarpr  and 
naval  asylums,  58  in  hospitals,  8  in  lunatic  asylums,  2  in  military  j 
and  naval  hospitals,  and  1  in  prison.  Small-pox  and  typhus  have 
declined,  bat  they  were  the  causes  of  18  and  46  deaths.  Of  the  small¬ 
pox  victims  11  had  not  not  been  vaccinated ;  2,  it  is  stated,  ha<l  been  , 
vaccinated.  89  children  and  2  adults  died  of  scarlatina,  which  is : 
prevailing  in  many  districts.  7  persons  died  of  erysipelas,  8  women  ' 
in  childblilh  and  of  metria,  the  following  fever.  Consumption  was 
fatal  to  1^3  persons;  100  of  the  308  deaths  at  the  age  between  15 
and  60  weze  referred  to  this  constant  cause,  which  bereaves  so  many  ! 
parents  of  their  children,  so  many  children  of  their  parents.  Violence, 
typhus,  heart  disease,  bronchitis,  and  cancer  are  the  diseases  next  iu 
the  order  of  fatality  at  the  same  period  of  life.  Diarrhoea  is  declining ; 
the  deaths  in  the  last  five  weeks  were  174,  192,  101,  97,  and  91  m 
number.  The  deaths  from  cholera  in  the  same  weeks  were  28, 17, 17, 
7, 9.  Half  of  the  cases  were  of  more  than  three  days’  duration.  It 
has  been  mentioned  before,  that  half  the  fatal  cases  of  the  epidemic 
cholera  terminate  in  twenty-four  hours  after  the  first  striking  symptoms 
have  appeared.  Another  singular  difference  is  shown  in  the  following 
facts.  The  population  of  London  on  the  north  side  of  the  Thames  in 
1851  was  was  1,745,096,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Thames.  616.545  ;

RAILWAY  ACCIDENTS. 

Collision  ay  v^g  BgiUHyuN  Railway  Tbrminus. — Joseph 
Kennelly,  engine  driver,  snd  Richard  Giindley,  guard,  both  in  the 
service  of  the  Brighton  and  South  Coast  Railway  Company,  have  been 
committed  for  trial  at  the  forthcoming  quarter  seteioni  for  negligently 
causing  a  very  serious  collision  at  the  railway  lerininiis,  by  which 
property  of  the  value  of  800/.  was  destroyed,  and  the  lives  of  several 
persons  placed  in  much  peril.  The  defendants  were  in  charge  of  a 
heavy  goods  train  on  the  murnlDg  of  the  31st  ult.,  and  about  thrse' 
o'clock  the  pointsman  at  the  junction  near  the  station  heard  the 
approach  of  a  uain,  and  put  on  the  usual  signal,  a  green  light  (caution).  | 
It  want  by  the  Junction  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  miles  an  hour.  In  i 
the  ordinary  course  the  eleam  ought  to  have  been  so  turned  off  and 
the  breaks  applied  ae  to  have  brought  the  train  up  at  the  ticket  plat¬ 
form.  Ii,  however,  ehot  by  at  the  speed,  perhape,  of  twelve  or 
fourteeo  miles  an  hour,  and  dashing  inta  the  terminus  reme  in  con¬ 
tact  with  a  line  of  carriages  wbicii  had  been  arranged  to  go  out  with 
the  first  tyain  in  the  morning.  The  shock  was  of  the  most  formidable 
character,  «ad  aroused  Mr  Craven,  the  locomotive  superintendent, 
and  the  other  oflicials  who  reside  at  tha  tarminus.

On  the  point  of  Mr  Whitty’s 
attendance,  Mr  RarasLay  was  equally  strenuous :  “  I  hare  authority

.don't  care  about  any  man,  but  I  will  bring  all  offenders  before  me.  I 
don't  care  if  it  requires  10,000  men  to  bring  them  before  me,  I  should 
abow  them  who  I  am,  and  that  they  must  come.”  Next  to  the  stu¬ 
pidity  of  his  own  witness,  nothing  seems  to  bare  annoyed  Mr  Ramshay 
so  much  os  the  name  of  the  indoor  superintendent  of  the  police,  Mr 
Clough,  which  appears  to  hare  bad  somewhat  of  the  same  effect  on  the 
Judicial  mind  as  the  exhibition  of  a  piece  of  red  cloth  to  a  bull.  “  I 
do  not  care  Who  be  is,  or  how  big  or  bow  low  hjs  naiue  may  be ; 
but  as  sure  as  he  is  a  liring  man  I  will  bring  him  before  me.”  The 
whole  offence  imputed  to  Mr  Clough,  in  addition  to  his  name — which 
perhaps  can  hardly  be  considered  as  a  fault— was  his  remark  to  the 
bailiffs  that  they  could  not  arrest  Mr  Wliitty  without  a  warrant — an 
extremely  sound  opinion  in  point  of  law,  and  scarcely,  we  apprehend, 
amounting  to  a  contempt  of  court.  But  the  astonishment  and  indig¬ 
nation  of  the  audience  reached  its  climax  when  the  Judge,  grinding 
his  teeth  with  rage,  stated  that  Mr  Whitty  had  been  guilty  of  a  crime 
against  the  act  of  Parliament ;  that  be  looked  *'  like  a  man  in  whose 
eyes  and  in  whose  face  the  wont  passions  of  our  nature  were  deli¬ 
neated;”  and  continued  as  follows  in  the  same  strain:  ”  You  do 
not  look  like  a  man,  but  like  a  person  who  is  not  at  nil  sorry  for  what 
he  has  done.  I  tell  you  this,  sir,  that  for  this  disgraceful  offence,  of 
which  you  hare  been  found  guilty  before  me,  you  shall  suffer  punish- 
hient  which  shall  be  in  some  sense  adequate  to  the  crime  which  you 
hate  committed.  I  shall  not  waste  my  words  with  you.  1  tell  you, 
lir,  that  I  shall  inflict  upon  you  for  this  offenOe — for  intuiting  the 
two  bailiffs  whom  I  sent  to  you, — for  that  offence, — for  wilfully  insult'i 
ing  a  bailiff  of  this  court  of  the  name  of  Hartley,  I  will  order  you  to 
be  imprisoned  in  her  Majesty's  gaol  at  Lancaster  for  seren  days  ;  and 
for  your  offence  of  insulting  another  officer  of  this  court,  of  the  name 
of  Cholmondley,  I  shall  order  you  to  be  further  imprisoned  in  her 
Majesty's  gaol  of  Lancaster  for  another  seven  days,  to  commence  at 
the  expiration  of  your  former  sentence.”  (Loud  murmurs  and  disap- 

f probation.)  Mr  Ramshay  closed  this  scene  by  imposing  a  fine  of  N. 
n  addition  for  assaulting  the  aforesaid  bailiffs,  and  wound  up  with  a 
declaration  that,  whether  he  should  impose  any  more,  or  not,  at  that 
inoment  he  could  not  say.  Two  of  the  bystanders  w^re  also  fined 
5/.  each  for  giving  vent  to  their  feelings  by  applauding  the 
sentiments  of  the  advocate  of  the  prisoner — a  license  which,  though 
always  repressed  by  Courts,  has  never,  that  we  are  aware  of,  before 
been  visited  with  a  fine.  In  consequence  of  these  decisions  Mr 
Whitty  surrendered  himself  on  Tuesday  to  the  officer  to  whom  the 
warrant  for  his  committal  bad  been  entrusted,  and  took  his  place  in 
the  train  which  was  to  convey  him  to  Lancaster  Castle.  Its  departure 
was  a  signal  for  the  renewal  of  the  cheering,  and  an  immense  crowd 
tnoved  also  towards  the  tunnel,  cheering  as  they  went.  One  of  the 
kAilway  officials  occasioned  a  roar  of  laughter  by  calling  out,  as  the 
train  left  the  platfonn,  “  Any  more  gentlemen  for  Lancaster  Castle  1” 
Mr  Whitty  then  departed  for  his  place  of  imprisonment  amidst  the 
cheers  of  his  indignant  and  sympathising  friends,  the  people  of  Liver¬ 
pool,  and  the  friends  of  the  liberty  of  the  press.  These  are  all  the 
material  facts  up  to  the  period  of  Mr  Whitty’s  imprisonment.  A 
large  meeting  of  Liverpool  magistrates  took  place  afterwards  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  to  consider  the  course  that  was  necessary  to  be 
Itdopted)  by  representation  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  De¬ 
partment  or  to  Lord  Carlisle,  in  consequence  of  the  extraordinary 
conduct  of  Mr  Ramshay,  who,  carrying  out  the  crusade  against  the 
*  Liverpool  Journal '  on  the  same  day,  further  imposed  fines  of 
each  on  Mr  John  Whitty,  the  son  of  the  editor,  for  insulting  the  same 
bailiffs,  and  21.  more  in  each  case  for  obstructing  them  in  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  their  duty.’’ — On  Wednesday  a  public  meeting  took  place  in 
Liverpool  to  open  a  subscription  for  paying  the  fines  inflicted  on 
Messrs  Whitty,  father  and  son,  and  for  the  purpose  of  indemnifying 
them  in  reference  to  the  expense  of  ulterior  proceedings,  &c.  which 
may  be  taken  by  them.  The  money  for  the  fines  having  been  for¬ 
warded  to  the  proper  authority,  Mr  Whitty,  sen.,  was  released  from 
Lancaster  Castle,  and  arrived  in  Liverpool  late  on  Wednesday  night. 
The  must  intense  excitement  prevailed  on  the  arrival  of  the  train. 
Between  8,000  and  4,000  persons  had  assembled,  and  formed  an 
avenue  extending  the  whole  length  of  the  immense  platform.  A  band 
of  music  was  also  in  attendance.  The  cheering  as  the  train  emerged 
from  the  tunnel  was  loud  and  prolonged.  Mr  Whitty  passed  through 
the  avenue  amid  the  most  hearty  greetings.  In  Lime  street  he  mode 
a  short  speech  expressive  of  gratitude  for  his  deliverance  ;  and  it  was 
not  without  difficulty  that  he  was  enabled  to  reach  a  cab  and  pro¬ 
ceed  homewards.  The  assembled  multitude,  after  giving  a  parting 
salute  to  Mr  Whitty,  marched  past  the  County  Court,  where  groans 
were  given  for  the  judge.  Although  the  excitement  was  intense,  the 
greatest  order  was  preserved.

nuR.uiNa  A  Child  with  a  red-hot  Foker. — At  tho  Marylebone 
Police  Court,  on  Tuesday,  a  woman  named  Davii  was  charged  with  burning 
her  female  child  with  a  red-hot  poker.  At  soon  as  the  charge  was  read  to 
the  prisoner  sho  exclaimed,  “  I  did  it  in  tlio  height  of  passion.”  Thu  fol 
lowing  are  tho  material  features  of  the  case.  The  child,  the  victim  of  the 
assault,  deposed  that  the  was  eight  years  of  age,  and  the  defendant  was 
her  mother.  Eight  days  before  her  sister  had  given  her  some  cocoa  to 
drink,  and  because  she  took  it  at  her  bidding  her  mother  burnt  her  on  the 
lower  part  of  her  back  with  a  red-hot  poker.  Afterwards  she  made  her 
put  off  all  her  clothing,  and  when  she  was  thus  naked  beat  her  with  a  cane 
and  pinched  her.  This  was  at  six  o’clock  in  the  evening  ;  at  seven  she 
tied  witness  to  the  bed  post  with  a  rope  passed  round  her  waist.  When 
witness’s  father,  with  whom  tho  prisoner  lives  unmarried,  came  homo  the 
rope  was  loosed  and  afterwards  tied,  so  that  witness  had  to  lie  on  the  floor 
under  the  bed  all  night.  In  the  first  rase  her  legs  and  hands  were  tied 
together,  in  the  second  her  logs  only.  She  remained  tied  up  all  tho  next 
day,  being  supplied  with  milk  and  water  and  dry  bread,  and  was  finally 
B 't  at  liberty  on  Wednoaday,  tho  thinl  day,  by  the  mother.  On  the  next 
Friday  she  fled  to  Kew  to  some  people  who  ha<I  formerly  shown  her  kind- 
nets.

ACCIDENTS  AND  OCCURRENCES. 

An  Example  op  Mildnebo  and  Humilitt.— Tho 'Hampshire  Inde¬ 
pendent’  of  Saturday  conuint  an  account  of  some  procoedingt  taken 
before  the  Hon.  W.  A’Court  Holmes  and  a  bench  of  magistratoa  at  Cowet, 
in  reference  to  a  brutal  asaauU  porpotrated  upon  a  child,  only  five  yaars 
old,  by  the  Rev.  Francis  Darry,  tho  Roman  Catbolio  priest  of  thaL  district. 
The  little  girl,  who  gave  her  tvidence  with  reraarkablo  Mrspicuity  and 
ingenuousnesa,  stated  that  she  was  sitting  on  a  bank  when  tne  rov.  gentle- 
nan  passotl  W  bar,  accompanied  bv  a  little  boy,  and  that,  after  having 

Crooked  n  few  yards,  he  returned,  and  having  knocked  off  her  bonnet, 
e  aeiced  her  by  her  bair,  and  beat  her  with  great  violence  about  her  head 
and  face.  Several  witnesses  who  were  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  taw  the 
outrage  perpetrated,  spoke  of  the  brutality  with  which  the  rov.  defendant 
treatM  the  unfortunate  child.  Several  queations  were  put  to  the  witneoaes 
by  the  priest,  but  he  failed  to  shake  their  teitimeny,  while,  with  reapect 
♦o  many  of  the  qnestiona  put  to  the  child  herself,  the  magistrates  decided 
‘hey  were  of  a  highly  improper  character,  and  refused  to  allow  the 
‘®  answer  them.  In  anewer  to  the  charge  the  prieat  aaid  that  when- 
^er  he  walked  abont  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  nelghoourbood  made  fun  of 
mm,  and  he  adopted  that  course  of  poaishment  in  order  that  it  might  act 
aa  ui  example  and  make  the  children  behave  better  in  future.  The  hon. 
camnnan  commented  with  marked  aevority  upon  the  brutal  conduct  of  the 
_  pn^,  and  after  a  suitable  intimation  that  if  he  were  brought  to  the  court 
agwn  upon  a  similar  charge  he  would  be  eeverely  dealt  with,  fined  the  rev. 
,k*®“  .  fill-  coats.  The  sum  was  immediately  paid,  and

character  of  the  weather,  sighted  a  French  brig  in  great  distress  off  tho 
Humber.  ThesUto  of  the  sea  entirely  prOvenlod assistance  beingreudered 
her,  and  from  the  quantity  of  wreck,  and  certain  description  of  cargo  which 
had  subsequently  been  seen  floating  alwut,  there  is  too  much  reason  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  she  was  unable  to  weather  the  gale.  In  one  instance  there  was 
an  extraordinarv  preservation  of  life.  Tho  brig  St  Catharine,  bound  to 
Hull,  on  entering  the  Humber  bay,  was  blown  over.  The  crew  contrived 
to  cling  to  tho  tide  of  the  hullj  and  so  continued  for  nearly  twonty-four 
hours,  when,  with  one  exception,  they  were  taken  off,  although  sunering 
from  exposure  and  want  of  food.  A  lamentable  casualty  tookplaceon  the 
Lemaun  Shoal,  while  tho  gale  was  raging  with  all  its  might,  on  Friday 
night.  Tho  brig  Seven  Brothers,  Mr  Alexander  Sibbald  master,  of  South 
Shields,  was  dnven  on  the  sand,  and  immediately  capsixed.  The  master 
and  three  of  the  crew  took  to  the  jolly  boat,  but  unfortunately,  before  the 
wife  of  tho  ma^tti*.  who  was  on  board,  and  the  remainder  of  the  crow  (eight) 
could  be  taken  off,  the  wreck  got  aiirift,  and  every  one  on  board  perished. 
As  it  was,  those  in  the  boat  had  a  narrow  escape.  Without  a  sail  or  an 
oar,  they  were  buffeted  about  many  hours,  when  at  last  they  were  picked 
up  by  the  Whin,  pilot  cutter,  and  landed  near  Yarmouth.  A  sloop,  called 
the  Madeira,  for  Goole,  had  its  master  and  boy  washed  overboard.  She 
then  foundered,  tho  wife  of  tho  master  perishing  with  her. — The  above 
forms  but  a  brief  notice  of  tho  disasters  on  this  portion  of  the  coast.  Nn- 
merout  vesNelt  were  cither  cast  ashore  or  wrecked  on  the  neighbouring 
shoals.  Higher  up  the  channel  the  gale  was  almost  as  destructive.  There 
were  many  casualties  on  tho  Yorkshire  coast,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of 
Whitby  and  Hedcar.  The  Triton,  of  Newcastle,  is  reported  to  have  been 
wrecked  near  the  Kettleness,  and  her  crew  to  have  perished.  Sc 
tho  bodies  have  been  washed  ashore.  Bridlington  also  furnishes  an 
tional  list  of  losses.  Several  serious  wrecks  occurred  near  Hartlepool,  and 
at  Shields  no  tidings  have  been  gleaned  of  the  cobles  which  have  been 
missing  from  that  port  since  the  coramcncomont  of  the  gales.  The  North¬ 
umbrian  line  of  coast  also  suffered  from  the  fury  of  the  wind.  On  Holy 
Island,  a  schooner,  called  the  Margaret,  for  Sunderland,  from  Cromarty, 
was  wrecked  ;  and  off  Bainborough  Castle,  tho  Margaret  and  Ann  from 
Newcastle  met  with  a  similar  fate.  Abreast  of  the  Immanel  Head,  while 
the  gale  was  blowing  with  all  its  violence, |a  brig,  since  ascertained  to  have 
been  the  P'alcon.  of  Aberdeen,  foundered  with  all  hands.  The  body  of 
the  master,  Mr  .Smith,  hit  trunk,  and  some  of  the  vessel’s  papers  have 
been  cast  ashore.  She  was  laden  with  wheat,  and  is  supposed  to  have 
boon  from  Stettin.  About  tho  tame  time,  a  sloop  was  observed  to  go  down 
in  deep  water  off  Newton,  and  it  is  said  that  all  belonging  to  her  perished. 
Yarmouth  and  its  adjacent  ports  on  the  eastern  coast  communicate  a  dis- 
aitrims  account  of  casualties.  By  tho  accounts  from  the  Cornish  and 
Welsh  coasts,  it  would  appear  that  the  gale  was  productive  of  mischief  in 
those  quarters.  On  Thursday  night,  a  schooner,  apparently,  was  seen  to 
founder  off  Ps^stow,  by  the  Mary  and  Eliza,  trader  to  Swansea.  A  square- 
rigged  craft  was  seen  to  go  down  almost  at  the  same  time,  and  no  tidings 
can  be  gleaned  of  the  unhappy  crews.  In  the  British  Channel  the  gale  is 
stated  to  have  been  very  severe.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  Pwllheli  (wo 
iradcri  belonging  to  AHerystwIth  were  driven  ashore,  but  the  crews  suo- 
ceded  in  preserving  themselves.  Considerable  havoc  was  done  on  the 
Pembrokeshire  coast,  and  several  veuels  met  with  serious  injury  near 
Fishguard.  Several  were  lost,  but  no  aerioua  lots  of  life  is  reported.  A 
more  recent  gale  has  proved  very  destructive  on  the  Irish  coast  also,  and 
many  losses  are  reported. 

Terrific  Explosion  and  Loss  of  Life  at  Zante. — A  most  dis¬ 
tressing  accident  occurred  lately  at  Zante.  A  small  house,  on  the  ground 
floor  of  which  was  a  ahop  kept  by  a  Greek,  aoeidentally  caught  fire.  The 
major  of  the  41st  Regiment  turned  out  immediately  with  a  party  of  his 
soldiers  to  aid  in  extinguiahing  it.  The  towuspeopln  alao  flocaed  to  the 
place  in  great  numbers,  to  render  what  assistance  they  could.  But  before 
the  Are  could  be  extinguished,  it  had  reached  tho  second  storey,  and  a 
most  awful  explosion  ensued.  It  appears  that  two  barrels  of  gunpowder 
had  been  imprudently  concealed  in  a  closet  adjoining  one  of  the  rooms  in 
the  second  storey.  At  the  very  moment  of  the  explosion  several  persons 
were  on  the  roof  of  the  house.  Eleven  men  perished  at  once,  and  among 
theee  a  drummer  of  the  41st  Regiment.  The  major  of  the  same  corps  was 
severely  wounded,  and  equally  so  were  no|  less  than  160  of  the  inhabit- 
anu.  It  is  feared  that  several  of  the  wounded  will  lose  tbeir  lives.  It  is 
not  known  what  became  of  thp  owner  of  the  building.

ManitliR«ld  Iflaurkel,  Moiroar.— The  arrlral  of  cattle  and  cheep  ftvm  the 
Continent  into  the  port  of  London  during  tlie  pact  week  haa  been  rery  large.  The 
official  retnmgiree— 1,3 16  oxen,  631  covra,  670  calrea,  844  piga,  and  7,384  cheep, 
making  a  total  of  10,735  head.  The  general  tone  of  trade  at  Smithfleld  to-day  waa 
l^w  for  every  deacription  and  quality  of  meat,  but  no  decline  took  place  in  prloea. 
Theaupply  of  beaatc  waa  unusually  large,  the  number  being  upwarda  of  5,100  liead, 
of  which  a  great  proportion  were  foreign  cattle.  The  trade  waa  very  dull  and 
heavy,  at  from  3a.  3d.  up  to  3s.  4d.  per  stone  of  81b.  by  the  carca»a  Making  the 
offal,  being  the  same  rates  as  current  on  Friday  last.  The  amount  of  business  done 
in  mutton  was  moderate,  without  alteration  in  prices,  which  ruled  at  3a  lOd.  for 
downs,  3s.  6d.  for  half-br^a,  and  3a  for  pidled  sheep.  The  supply  was  good,  being 
foil  37,000  head.  The  lamb  season  has  now  terminated.  Veal  remained  unaltered, 
but  pork  found  buyers  at  a  rise  of  3d.  per  stone,  the  season  for  which  now  having 
thoroughly  commenced. 

FaiDAT.— There  was  a  very  slow  and  heavy  trade  for  every  description  of  meat, 
and  prices  had  a  downward  tendency.  The  supply  of  beef  was  large,  and  a  great 
many  beast*  were  turned  out  unsold  at  the  close  of  the  market,  and  there  were 
many  sheep  remaining  on  hand  also.
